Admits He 
Was Photog 
For Spies 


ALBANY, N. Y. Ol — Felix A. 


Inslerman testified before Sen. 
Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis) today 
that he was the man who photo- 
graphed State Department docu- 
ments for the Whittaker Chambers 
Communist spy ring. 


Inslerman, 44, told his story for 


the first time before McCarthy, 
sitting as a one-man Senate in- 
vestigations subcommittee here. 


Inslerman said that he began 


"some time in late 1937" to photo- 
graph documents brought to his 
house in Baltimore by a man he 
knew as "Bob" and later indenti* 
tied as Chambers. 


Inslerman said "I recall the 


names of' Grew and Bullitt" on 
the documents. The reference ap- 
parently was to Joseph 
Clark 


Srew, former U. S. ambassador 
:o Japan, and William C. Bullitt, 
former U. S. envoy to France. 


Inslerman said he had been 


trained in Moscow to photograph 
documents and to receive the in- 
ernational radio code. 
On his return to this country in 


December, 1935, Inslerman said, 
he was contacted by a Soviet agent 
named "Ben" whom he could not 
dentify further. 
Inslerman said "Ben" suggested 


that he go to Baltimore, where he 
met "Bob." 


"I now believe the man named 


Bob to be Whittaker Chambers." 
he said. 


Chambers, a confessed courier1 
or the Soviet underground during 
the 1930s, was the principal wit- 
ness at the trial of Alger Hiss, for- 
mer State Department officer con- 
victed on two counts of perjury. 
Hiss is serving two simultaneous 
ive-year terms in the federal 
penitentiary at Lewisburg, Pa.

Democrats Rally 
To Tax-Cut Plan 


Higher Personal Exemptions 
Designed to Embarrass GOP 


WASHINGTON (m—Democrats in congress massed jubilantly today 


behind a new proposal to cut individual income taxes. Republicans, 
conscious of its political implications, approached the issue warily. 


The fresh proposal to" provide 


new tax relief by boosting person 
al. exemptions was sprung unex 
pectedly yesterday by Sen. George 
(D-Ga), ranking Democrat on the 
Senate Finance Committee which 
handles tax bills. 


Raises Exemptions 


George suggested that the per- 


sonal exemption be raised from 
the present $600 to $800 this year 
and to $1,000 next year. He said 
he viewed such action as a nec- 
essary anti-recession measure. 


The George proposal goes much 


farther than a like idea sponsored 
by Democratic members of the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee. These House Democrats sug 
gested that the personal exemption 
be hiked to $700—but they were 
beaten 15-10 by the Republican 
majority on the committee which 
now is busy overhauling the na 
tion's tax structure. 


It has been estimated to cost 


the Treasury about 4& billion dol- 
lars this year and eight billions 
next year. 


Complicates Budget 


Accordingly, it would complicate 


the Eisenhower administration's 
budget-balancing problems. Under 
the Eisenhower tax program, the 
deficit for the fiscal year ending 
June 20 would be about $3,300,- 
000,000 and 
about $2,900,000,000 


next year. The George plan would 
more than double the deficit now 
anticipated for next year, unless 
some offsetting measures were 
adopted.

vote. 


Sen. Welker (R-Idaho) a mem- 


ber of the full committee who sat 
in on the closed session, told a re- 
porter that the vote was unani- 
mous. 


Furious Row 


A furious row boiled up in the 


subcommittee Friday after un- 
checked charges against Warren, 
former Republican governor of 
California, were placed in the pub- 
lic record. 


The charges were placed in the 


public record on Langer's order. 
The four other members of the 
subcommittee disclaimed any ad- 
vance knowledge of the plan. 


Langer said the full judiciary 


committee would meet Wednes- 
day to consider Warren's nomina- 
tion, submitted to the senate by 
President Eisenhower on Jan. 11. 


Asked what would happen to the 


charges made public Friday, Lan- 
ger said. 


"They are an in the file if the 


full committee wanta to do any- 
thing with them." 


"Lot of Rubbish" 


Senator Eastland (D-Miss) had 


described the charges as a "lot of 
rubbish." Sen. Watkins (R-Utah) 
also had denounced them as ','a lot 
of tommyrot." 


At the president's vacation head- 


quarters in Palm Springs, Calif., 
Friday, Press Secretary James C. 
Hagerty declined to discuss the 
developments. 


At a meeting Friday called by 


Chairman 
Lander 
(R-ND), 
the 


subcommittee publicly spread on 
the record charges it said it had 
received. Among these were alle- 
gations that Warren had followed 
the Marxist line, had appointed 
dishonest judges to office, and had 
been under the control of "a no- 
torious liquor lobbyist." 


At Langer's direction, subcom- 


mittee counsel Wayne Smithey 
read into the record a summary 
by the subcommittee staff of 10 
charges made by persons who op- 
rosed Warren's nomination. 


Just Charges 


Smithey said the staff had not 


tried to establish the truth or fals- 
ty of the charges but only listed 
those which, if true, "would ap- 
pear to be ... 
within the investi- 


;atory jurisdiction of the commit- 
tee." 


Watkins and Senate Republican 


Deader Knowland of California in- 
erposed protests against the pro- 
cedure, and the open, television- 
limed, meeting soon afterward 
>roke up in a row. 
Knowland later called the pro- 


ceedings "the most shocking event

This 
is a device which uses sunshine 
and heat stored up in the ground 
to keep your plants warm. 


Some 
observant

when gardening first began noticed 
that plants growing in a pit thrived 
better in the early spring than 
those growing on the surface. Pits 
aie still used for protection in 
more moderate climates. 


By covering the pit with glaas it 


is more easily controlled, and 
adapted to more uses. Glass lets 
the sun's heat through and keeps 
the cold air out. On a sunny day. 
temperatuics in a cold frame may 
run to 100 degrees, though the 
outside air is chilly. 


The 
accompanying 
diagram 


shows a small cold frame made to 
fit the standard sash. 3 by 6 feet. 
.It may be made to fit a sash of 
any convenient size if a substitute 
for glass is used to covex the sash. 
Many piefer a substitute for glass 
because it is light and does not 
break. 


The cold frame should always 


slope toward the south and have 
uninterrupted 
sunshine all day. 


The frame should bo made of 1- 
int-h or heavier lumber of cypress, 
white pine or some wood which 
resists rot. Using the illustration 
as a working plan, the frame and 
sash can be built during the winter 
and held until spring thaws make 
it possible to dig a pit in which to 
install it. 


Dig a pit a bit larger than the 


fiame, and set the frame so that 
ftt least four inches are below the 
surface. Then pile caith all around 
the outside, tamping it so that no 
diafts can enter. Earth should be 


banked against the frame several 
inches all around. 


Soil should'also be thrown in the 


pit inside the frame, so that the 
surface is level with the ground 
outside. While^it is the usual prac- 
tice to sW seeds directly in the 
soil, it is also possible to use flats, 
or seed boxes, uftiich can be han- 
dled to better advantage when time 
comes for transplanting. The cold 
frame will serve the same purpose 
as a hotbed, except that artificial 
heat is lacking.

Try This Idea 


Wish you had an indoor clothes- 


line, handy to get to yet out of 
sight?

Glue Plastics 


Now, 
thanks to the development 


of several new adhesives, any 
handy man can glue hard, lami- 
nated plastics to a smooth counter 
or table top. 


You should, of course, follow the 


directions on the can. 


The top to which you apply the 


hard-plastic sheet must be per- 
fectly clean and free of all paint, 
varnish and cement. The wood 
should be at least %-inch thick— 
preferably plywood because it is 
less likely to warp. 


Cut the piece of plastic so it's 


slightly wider and longer than the 
top to be covered. Then apply the 
adhesive to the wood and the back 
of the plastic sheet with a notched 
spreader, and let it dry for about 
45 minutes. 


Position the plastic on the wood 


and roll it down firmly with a roll- 
ing pin. Work from the center to 
ward the edges. 


When the adhesive has set, trim 


off the overhanging edges of the 
plastic with a flat rasp. Use care- 
ful downward strokes. Then, if you 
wish, apply an edge molding of 
your choice.

If you want to make small rooms 


appear larger, let color and fabric 
work for you for greater spacious- 
ness.

West Should Think Twice Before 


Trading With Reds 


It is no secret that the Soviet Union is up to some new 


tricks, and that expansion of its trade with non-Communist 
countries is one of the biggest The recent Russian offer to 
buy more than $1 billion worth of British equipment is potent 
evidence. 
This offer, and any others like it, needs the most delicate 


consideration. Many important factors are Involved. 


To begin with, the leading Allied powers are still agreed 


not to ship strategic goods to Russia, China or any Red satel- 
lites. The current proposed purchase list must be carefully 
scanned to eliminate any items which might fall into this 
category. 


Beyond that, it has been the policy of the United States 


and its Western friends to develop some non-strategic trade 
with Red nations. Britain especially has been interested in 
cultivating such trade, because of its obvious dependence on 
exports for survival. 
• 
• * 


But it is perhaps a question just how far expansion of 


East-West trade, even in non-strategic goods, should go. The 
West has no illusions about the unaltered Soviet purpose to 
dominate the world by one means or another. To interlace its 
trade patterns too tightly with those of the Russian orbit 
might be to walk into the spider's parlor. 


On the other hand, we cannot sanely propose no trade at 


all. In the first place, some items which Britain and others 
get from the Communist world they cannot get as cheaply 
elsewhere, or perhaps just cannot get. 


Then again, trade works two ways. If we have dealings 


with the Reds, they have a chance to influence us. But we 
also have a chance to influence them. There's an old saying 
that culture follows the lines of trade. Interchange of politi- 
cal and other ideas cannot quite be barred so long as trade 
relations exist. 
*

To the extent that the West trades particularly with the 


satellites, their absolute dependence upon the Soviet Union 
may be decreaesd. The same goes for China. 


But we should not therefore conclude that we can wean 


any of them away by trade alone. 


The interest of the free world suggests a cautious middle 


course. In each important trade decision, the test should be 
"balance of advantage." "In other words: Who gets the most 
out of the deal ? If we, then a deal can be made. If the Reds, 
we ought to veto it firmly. 


- All we may fairly ask of the British now is that, with 


full alertness of all the factors, they apply this simple test to 
the tempting Soviet offer. 


Congressional Editor 


Citizens interested in the right of the press to criticize, 


and to evaluate the news, must have read with some misgiv- 
ings the proposal of Rep. Harold Velde, chairman of the house 
un-American activities committee, to investigate press cover- 
age of his committee's 9oings. 


It's rather puzzling to figure how Velde would justify 


the expense of such an inquiry. He had asked one of his staff 
people to travel from Washington to New York to check on 
wire service handling of committee stories. 


To what effect? Suppose the investigator felt the han 


dhng was inadequate. Would the committee then propose leg 
islation setting minimum wlume levels on such news cover- 
age? Or would it content itself merely with public complaint? 


Like any other agency of society, the press must be held 


to account for fulfillment of its public responsibility. But il 
seems doubtful that the way to do this is to have congres- 
sional committee chairmen measure inches of type with a 
ruler.

Lincoln's Link With 


Ogle County 


By THE REV. NEIL J. CRAWFORD 


Some of the finest recollections of Abraham Lincoln 


were preserved by Noah Brooks, a pioneer reporter for 
The Dixon Telegraph. 


He published a life of "Abraham Lincoln" in 1888. 


To him we are indebted for the statement of John Dixon 
hat "The advance guard of all scouting parties was Lin- 
coln whose keen eyes and subtle woodcraft enabled him 
to detect signs of Indians that less skillful observers 
would fail to note." 


What a difference that skillful scout might have m'ade 


at Stillman's Run on May 14, 1832. All historians of that 
battle seem to agree that there was lots of whisky in 
the camp and in the men, and that the white men at- 
tacked the Indians without orders from Major Stillman. 
They agree that after the first attack on the first small 
party of Indians that Black Hawk then threw his whole 
force into the fray. 


Panic prevailed among the raw recruits and they 


set out full speed to get out of there. Stillman and others 
acquitted themselves with distinction, and only 11 men 
were killed. 


On the most important point historians differ. Kelts' 


"History of Ogle County," published in 1878, says that 
Black Hawk sent a small group with a white flag to par- 
ley with the white men. Ford's "History of Illinois," 
published in 1854, says the Indians waved a red Hag as 
a symbol of defiance and war. 


If Lincoln had been there, he would have been 


with the advance guard as their leader. Since h« 
was a non-drinking man, there would have been 
lens "whisky and more sense in the men. He would 
have been able to tell a white flag from a red one, 
and h« would not have permitted his men to dis- 
regard a flag of truce. As a matter of fact, soon 
after this battle an old Indian did enter Lincoln's 
camp, and he did risk his life to prevent his men 
from killing a red man who brought a white flag 
a letter of safe conduct from General Cass. 
Stillman acted bravely after his men without orders 


precipitated a battle. 
It. was not his fault that his 


men were foolhardy. 


Yes, 
if Lincoln had been with Stillman, the Black 


Hawk War might have ended on the day it began.. On 
the other hand, Captain Lincoln might have been killed, 
and the whole course of American history changed for 
the worse. Providence brought him to Stillman's Run the 
day after the battle. Black Hawk and his braves had 
fled. 


Lincoln saw no live Indian warriors and engaged in 


no battles in his ninety days as a soldier in Northern 
Illinois. 
He met Jefferson Davis who led the Confed- 


eracy while Lincoln led the Union. He met General 
Zachary Taylor whose daughter married Jefferson Davis. 
He met Major John Stuart, of Springfield, who encour- 
aged Lincoln to study law and at a later date invited 
him to become his partner. He learned the problems of 
discipline among raw troops. 
He learned to command 


and to obey. He learned that he amounted to something. 
He was ready to go back to New Salem and run for the 
state legislature.

When he returned to Ogle county in 1858, he 


was a man who had served several terms in the 


state legislature, who had served one term in Con- 
gress and was a presidential elector. He had 
become one of the leading lawyers of the state. 


'Abraham Lincoln came to Oregon on the 


morning of August 16, 1836, in company with Sen- 
ator Zenas Aplington, John D. Campbell, Esq., 
and J. W. Carpenter, Esq., according to Kauf- 
man and Kaufman's "History of Ogle County." 
He came to Polo from Dixon by way of the re- 
cently completed Illinois Central railroad, and by 
horse-drawn conveyance from Polo to Oregon. 
Mr. Campbell says-in his "Personal Recollections of 


Abraham Lincoln." that after arrival in Oregon they were 
met by a large crowd at 
the public square and 
then, "moved to a beau- 
tiful grove on the banks 
of Rock River. 
After 


partaking of a repast 
^prepared by the ladies 
of Ogle County—the peo- 
ple listened to excellent 
speeches by Hon. Ab. 
Lincoln and Hon. John 
Wentworth." 


The ladies referred to 


made up the first Ogle 
county Republican wom- 
en's organization. 


The Kaufman history 


is a little confusing. w It 
says, 
"The 
four men 


were entertained at the 
Moore Hotel, where after 
Rev- NeU J- Crawford 


dinner they shook hands with such citizens as desired to 
meet them. 
After the speaking the visitors were taken 


to the law office of Henry A. Mix, Esq., a two-story 
building that stood at Third street near the Northwest 
corner of Third and Washington streets, where a crowd 
surrounded them and many others met them. Later Mr. 
Mix invited them to his home at the west end jot Wash- 
ington street." 


Just when did the men have time to spend 


at .the Moore Hotel, now the Black Hawk Hotel in 
Oregon? We shall assume that dinner means the 
the noon day meal. The distinguished speakers 
may not have shared the "repast" in the grove. 
That would give them some two hours at the 
hotel. They probably went to the hotel upon ar- 
rival in the morning, then to the public square, 
then back to the hotel for rest while the audience 
dined in the grove, then to the speaking, back 
to the hotel, then to Mr. Mix's office and thence 
to his home and from there back to Polo,, where 
Mr. Lincoln spent the night. 
There is considerable difference of opinion in Oregon 


concerning the spot where Lincoln spoke there. At least 
three locations other than the one marked by a boulder 
on the grounds of St. Mary's school have champions. 
However, the later Thomas Jenipher Fearer was present 
and heard the speech. He said he built his home across 
the street from the spot occupied by the speakers' plat- 
form. That makes a pretty strong case for the traditional 
spot. It is to be hoped that some civic or patriotic or- 
ganization will attach a legible bronze marker to the 
boulder and correct the wrong date now on the stone to 
the correct one of August 16, 1856. 


Half the people of Ogle county came to hear Abraham 


Lincoln speak, and the other half were probably friendly. 
It was his first and only visit to Oregon and the town and 
county received him magnificently.

In 1858 Lincoln went across Ogle county on his way 


to Freeport for the second debate with Douglas. We 
shall not go into details here except to show the im- 
portance of that debate and Ogle county's part in it. It 
is generally agreed that Lincoln forced Douglas to com- 
mit political suicide by asking him, "Can the people of a 
United States Territory in any lawful way, against the 
wish of any citizen of the United States, exclude slavery 
from its limits, prior to the formation of a state con- 
stitution?" 


Douglas gave an eloquent affirmative answer. That 


answer gave him a third term in the Senate. It killed 
his chance to be president. In case this analysis sounds 
like hindsight, let us look at a portion of Louisiana Sena- 
tor J. P. Benjamin's speech delivered in the Senate May 
22. 1.860, "Under the stress of a local election his knees 


gave way; his whole person trembled. --His adversarj 
stood upon principle and was beaten; and lo! he is th 
candidate of a mighty party for the presidency of th 
United States. The Senator from Illinois faltered. He go 
the prize for which he faltered; but lo! the grand prize o 
his ambition today slips from his grasp because of hi 
faltering in his former contest, and his success in th 
canvass for the Senate, purchased for an ignoble price 
has cost him the loss of the presidency of the -Unite' 
States." 


Douglas was not without principles. The issue o

Now where does Ogle county get Into this 


picture? In this way: Lincoln's opponents, un- 
able to meet his logic, tried to misrepresent his 
position and garbled his speeches in the papers. 
There was just one Republican shorthand sten- 
ographer in the county who could accurately re- 
port Lincoln's speeches, Robert Hitt of Mt. Morris. 
At Freeport, when Lincoln realised that Hitt was 
not on the platform, he stopped his speech, looked 
out cner that throng of 15,000 people and shouted, 
"Where's Hitt? Is Hitt present?" 


"Here I am, Mr. Lincoln," he cried, "but I 


can't get through this crowd to the stand." 
The New York Herald, May 29, 1904, says, "Strong 


men lifted the frail, slender young man into the air am 
and passed him along over the heads of the crowd to th< 
platform." 


Miss Ella Chaney says that her father, Eli Chaney 


remembered the way Hitt got to the platform. She adds 
the fact that he was delivered feet first so that he was 
right side up when he arrived. 


Lincoln and modern scholars agree that the Lincoln 


and Douglas debates, especially the debate at Freeport 
made him President. 


Robert Hitt protected the integrity and accur- 


acy of the newspaper reports. He prevented Lin- 
coln's enemies from messing up those magnificent 
speeches. Is it now fair, then, to say that Robert 
Hitt was one of the most important men in making 
Abraham Lincoln President. And since he was an 
Ogle county man, and a newspaper man, the 
count}1 in particular and all newspapers in general 
can share his glory. Mt. Morris ought to erect an 
adequate monument in his honor. 


• There is an old tradition that Lincoln loved the Rock 


River Valley so much that he wanted to spend his later 
years here. The tradition may or may not be accurate 
history. But this we do know. 
The Rock River Valley 


gave Abraham Lincoln more joy and less sorrow than 
any place he ever called home.

It has 
the present day rayon. It will wear and last as long as wool, 
been made of a heavier staple now, compared to 
the earlier type that first appeared on the market. 
Manufacturers have also given it a permanent crimp, 
which gives it some of the springiness of wool. How- 
ever, it is not quite as elastic, so that where there is 
particularly heavy traffic you may expect rayon to 
show some traffic lanes, Dr. Labarthe said. He also 
mentioned the fact that rayon seems to show good 
resistance to oil stain, so would make a good choice 
of pile rug for a dining area.

too. How many of you are putting the broiler to good use? Few home- 
makers realize how delightfully simple it is y> broil foods, and how 
quickly even an entire meal can be prepared in this way. Properly 
broiled foods are, in general, more readily digested than foods cooked 
by some other methods.- Particularly, those folks who are trying to 
cut down their weight should try broiling more foods. 


Broiling is cooking food by ex- 


posing it directly to radiant heat. 
The source of the heat is usually 
a gas flame or an electric unit, 
though glowing coals are also 
used as we know by our exper- 
ience at picnics. 


In regard to some rules of suc- 


cess m broiling: follow directions 
carefully — those that are given 
in the instruction book which came 
with your stove. As a rule it's wiser 
to use lower temperatures. For 
meats, this means that the top of 
the cut must be three or more 
inches from the unit or flame. 
Thicker cuts of meat should be 
placed farther from the heat so 
they may cook more thoroughly 
without burning or getting too 
brown on top. 


Choose beef steaks that are ten- 


der and at least one inch thick, 
lamb chops at least ?i inch thick, 
and cured pork Vz inch thick. Beef 
steaks that broil nicely are rib 
cuts, club, tenderloin, T-bone, por- 
terhouse, sirloin, and top round 
fiom high quality animals. 


Do not broil meats that are too 


thoroughly-chilled. L'et it stand at 
room temperature for about 30 
minutes first. (Most cooks prefer 
to thaw frozen meat before broiling 
it.), Score the fat on edge of meat 
every 1'i Inches to prevent its 
culmg while broiling. If there is 
a long end on a steak or chop, skew 
it in so that it will be more com- 
pact. 


When broiling meat, cook it half 


'the required time on one side, then 
turn and brown on the other side, 
and complete the cooking. When 
turning meats, do not pierce the

lean with a fork. Either stick fork 
in the fat, or preferably, use tongs, 
a wide spatula, or two spoons. Al- 
ways salt meat (except ground 
meat and chicken) after broiling. 
Salting before broiling tends to 
draw juices from the raw meat, so 
that it does not brown so well. 


If you are using an electric 


range, leave the oven door partly 
open while broiling. (This may also 
be necessary with certain gas 
stoves.) This insures unit and flame 
staying on and gives you the 
diant heat required.

N. Shockley of Denver, Colo., tes- 
tified he heard those words ring 
out in a firm American voice on 
one occasion when a browbeating, 
finger - waving interrogator was 
submitting Schwable to inquisition. 


It was a different story, though, 


by Dec. 8 when Schwable and s6me 
of the enlisted men were herded 
into a truck and transferred to 
another camp. They had their own 
individual ways of describing the 
colonel: 


"Awful nervous." 
"He just stared straight ahead. 


He kept jerking and twitching — 
like a punch-drunk prize fighter." 


Once, the men agreed, Schwable 


leaped to his feet and cried out 
he was surrounded by oil. There 
wasn't any oil on the floor. 


"So Grudges 


They didn't hold it against Schwa- 


ble, 
the men "said, when they 


learned he supposedly had signed 
a "confession." They just figured 
somehow he was forced to do it. 
Some of them had experience of 
the Communists' forcing techniques 
themselves.

Gen. Henry D. Linscott, put a di- 
rect question to one of Schwableis 
fellow passengers in the truck: 


"Did he appear to you to be a 


man in his right mind?" 


"No, 
sir, he didn't," said Pfc.
